Sib : There are 53 cases of varioloid at Seaford, Del. ; 20 are under 
treatment ; the others are over it. Most of the cases are mild, and,/with 
the exception of 8 or 9, they are colored people. Quarantine, disinfec- 
tion, and vaccination are thoroughly carried out, and no deaths have 
occurred. One physician attends to all cases, and I hope it will be 
speedily stamped out, though the contagion will, of course, linger for 
awhile. I examined the cases with a member of the board.
